THE FALL. 0F PORT ARTHUR, 


The following is part of an interview by 
4 representativa of the Shanghtt Mercury 
with an officer of H.M.S. Porpaise —Con- 
cering the atlaxk on shore ys the Jspa- 
nest the officers of the Po-poise who went 
ashire after the place was in tho hande of 
the Japanese, sw tittle, Thoy walked 
over the place the next day, and from what 
thes learnt from the Japanese accounts, and 
the evidence beforethem, they arrived atthe 
candusion that: the Japanese army advance 
on the trenches with due caution, and with 
rapldity, At tho finish there must have 
been a atatapeds among the Chinese to 
escape tothe hill, The natural defences 
on the land sidoof Port Arthur, were all in 
the favour of the Chinese, and averything- 
that an- enterprising general, could require, 
The ridge of the hills appeared to have been 
defnded by imirably situated shelter 
trenches, and whenever the ground seeme: 
suitable the Chisesa had mounted excellent 
Krupp field gaos' In apite of this admira- 
ble position tha Chinese it would appear did 
notmeake any aland, whatever, All ulung 
tho trenches wire cases of cartridges the 
majority of which were hardly broached. 
Frm these tronohes to the inner furtea the 
ground was seattered over wilh unopened 
bores of ammutition, clothes and all kinds 
cof arms, aud this speotacls war everywhere 
tobo sean within the Chinese lines, 

There is no doubt that the Chinese ran 
nvay a6 8000 48 the Japancie sdvanced. 
"Tha confusion of everything: teatified that, 
Tha Japanese were perfectly confident in 
taking it, They did not really attack the 
plee on Tueslay, but several Porpoisa 
oficers were tod by Japanese officers that 
it waa merely & reconnoitring movement on 
that day, and they had 800 men killed and 
wounded, on tht occasion. 

The large forte were evidently deserted 
long befora tha Japanese got near them, In 
some of the dorts the guos were net even 
dcharged, but temained loaded, Tho 
nese in their haste to get away made no 
attempt to damige the guns, bat left, gans, 
ammunition, jn perfect candilion tur their 
vittors. Same of the guns were magnificent 
weapons, both in size aud manufacture, 

The Japanes? declared that tha Chinese 
mide no atand, but fled before their advance, 
Count Ito told the Porpoise officera that the 
‘Japanese lost 960 in the capture of the forts. 
Of those who were killed the dapauese atated 
that not one mon wae killed in hand to hand 
fighting or by 6 rifle sbot but by the shells 
and shote drom the gans of the furts. 

The Porpoie officers saw four Chinese 
yommen lying dead ina trench, They shad 
evidently been outraged, and their heads 
hed been battered in, ' Sume of the corpeca 
df the Chinese sol :iere were mutilated, acd 
nany had reotived what appesred'to be wn- 
necessary wounds, Bat tha Porpoise oft- 
ers did not witmess any outrages by the 
Jnpanese, The day after tbe place was 
isken, the town was moat quiet, and a. most 
perfect and orderly stato of. disoipline was 
naintained andng the Japanese troops. - Wo 
firmly believe the outrages were by Chinese 
ioldiers and: not by Japanese troops. The 
Japanese .. antharities.: empliyed: .. Chinens 
wolieg. who: were. busy burying their own 
dead, Qo Suaday last the’ Japanesd cavalry.

TALE COAL TRADE Of THE EAST. 

A correspondent writes to the Times:— 
Dering the last few years thera have been 
manifested unmistakable signs that the 
eotl-producing countries of the Evet are 
advancing at the expen of the English 
trade, which looka to Ladie, China, Japan, 
and thé Straita as ao outlel for a very fair 
chira of ita output. Several of the big 
ateamsbip lines trading in the Eastern sens 
hove deliberately relinquished the use of 
Pritiah oval in favour of Indian ar Japanese, 
heonnse experience has shown that on tha 
whole the fatter varieties are cheaper, A 
lntger consumption is in cithor case noceseary 
for steaming purpose, bat the balance is 
tore than redreseed by the extromely low 
prices at whioh Japaness wal especially oan, 
andor normal conditions, be laid alongside at 
avy af the coaling ports jo the Indian Ocean 
or the China seas, Japanese oval, which 
has for many years been ia demand in Japan 
itself and in Ghiaa, practically ublained ite 
jatroduction into India a a reault of the 
agreement eutered into nyear or more sgo 
between the Bombay olllowners and the 
Nippon Yuaen Keisha, whereby the latter ua 
dettook to run a regular lias of steamers for 
the purpose of placing Bombay yarns 
and pieve-goods on the Yokohama 
and Shanghai markets et @ More reason- 
able rate than the slrendy existing 
lines would undertake thi work, ‘There was 
adifficulty at first, owing to the poor.chances 
af return cargoes from Yokohama to Bon. 
tay, but this was prom tly removed when 
ly Wea suggented to the millowners that thess 
return cargoes might belargely made up of 
Japanese coal, which hid a reputation in 
Rombey for good steaming. qualities; and 
which, it wag hinted, might ‘be laid down at 
the mills at lower rate: than either Cardiff 
or Davison coal, Experiments shawed thot 
the consumption of Fapaness coal was cot 
more thao 5 per cent, higher than that of 
cither of the Waglish ints, and that, taking 
price for price, the saying worked out at nol 
far shortof 40 percent. Iu actual experien+ 
ce we undoretand the advantage has pro ed 
to be by no means 80 grat, but it is euffici 
ont to justify consamert Lodia importing 
it in increasing quantities ; while in Hong.
